Mailing Hints Are 
Suggested By P.M. 


Reporting that his “Mail Early 
for Christmas” campaign is really 
in high gear, Canal Point Post- 
master Osceola Upthegrove today 
gave some helpfu! hints on how 
you can be sure that your Christ- 
mas cards will reach everyone on 
your list before December 25th. 

“When you use three cent stamps 
on your Christmas cards, you get 
first-Iass mail service,” he said, 
“First-class friends deserve first- 
class mail and the use of first- 
class postage makes it certain that 
your Christmas cards willbe de- 
livered promptly. Also, use of first- 
class postage insures forwarding 
service if the addressee has moved 
or the card will be reutrned to you 
if the recipient cannot be located. 
Then, too, on Christmas cards sent 
by first-class mail, you can include 
‘handwritten messages making 
your greetings more perosnal.” 

It is perfectly correct and, in 
fact, advisable to include your re- 
turn name and address on each 
Christmas card envelope. This 
helps your friends to keep their 
mailing list up-to-date and insures 
correction of your list if the card 
is returned as undeliverable. 

Postmaster, Upthegrove warns 
that if any of your Christmas card 


envelopes are larger than 9” x 12” 
or smaller than 2 3-4” x 5” they 
must be sent by first-class mail be- 
cause cards require hand cancella- 
tion.’ ¢ è 
When your Christmas cards are 
ready to mail, you will do both 
yourself and Postmaster Upthe- 
grove.a real favor. by putting the 
į cards with local addresses in one 
bundle and these for out-of-town 
destinations ir another. Then mark 
each bundle with special identifica- 
cation labels you can get free at 
the Post Office which read “All For 
Out-Of-Town Delivery”- and “All 
For Local Delivery.” 

If you have a large card list mail 
your out-of-town Christmas. cards 
several days in advance of those for 
local delivery and try to get all 
cards for distant points mailed by 
December 15th and those for local 
delivery should be started on their 
way at least a week before Christ- 
mas. +
